aid of old Confirm thent. 
Secondly, 1 have vindicated 
the Donations aud Confirmati- 
ons of Tythes zz this Kingdom); 
proving that the Donors of thenz 
" our pious Saxon Anceſtors ) 
were neither Papilts, nor Idolaters; 
vit that they were Given long be- 
ſore 


d fo 
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n, 
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4- || fore Popery came in, Confirmed 
by divers Princes and Parliaments 
[71 every Age,and ſecured by good 
d F Laws after Popery' was caſt out: 
| So that they were as freely and 
E rightly Granted , as frequently 
| and fully Confirmed, and have 
| been as long and as quietly En« 
| joyed,, as any Poſleſhons 7 the 
| whole Nation. 


Thirdly, 1 hawe confs deter al 


| the rs Objections xrged 
| by FT. EK: againSt the ReaGaalle: 


neſs and Lawtulnels of Tythes; 


| and haws made it appear, that he : 
| hath blaſphemed Almighty God, 
| reviled our Law-givers, pervert- 
| cd our Laws, flandred the whole 
Nation, and contradicted him- 
lelf; and that he is miStaken in 


Scripture, Hiſtory , Matter 'of 
Fact, and every thing he meddles 


with. 


with. So far is he from proving| 
Tythes to be Jewiſh or Popilh, | 
unreaſonable or ridiculous, a hor-| 
rible Oppreſſion or a foul Abule,| 
as be inſolently brags ; that he hath} 
proved nothing but his own Tgno-Þ 
rance and Diſhoneſty. The ſeri- 
ous confederation of' which Parti- | 
culars, may convince all that are | 
not blinded with wilful prejudice, | 
That Tythes are a pious, juſt, | 
and reaſonable Payment , which | 
were Religiouſly ſetled upon, are | 
Righttully to be claimed by, and | 
. ought Conſcienciouſly to be paid | 
anto the Miniſters of the Goſpel. |

And truly our @zzkers find their

for any Religion, and therefore like | 
the cheapeſt beſt. They pleaſe ſuch | 


as do not underſtand the Clergzes 


Right to them, nor diſcern the | 
ground of the £uakers ſpite againſt | 
them : But wiſe and pious vien, who | 


know what Benefit both Church and 
State receive by this diſpoſal of 
Tythes, do deſpiſe ſuch Railers, and 


look upon them as defigning to di- | 


{turb the Kingdom, deltroy Learn- 
ing, 
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C1ng, and ruine the moſt famous of all 
& Proteſtant Churches. *Tis a Policy 
of Secular Rebels to complain of 
Tributes and Publick Payments ; 
Z not ſo much in pity to the People, as 
{malice to the King 3 that his Trea- 


fury being empty, he may be expo- 
ſed to their Fury, and nnable to re- 
fiſt their Force : And theſe Rebelsin 
Religion take the ſame Method. But 
what Tacitzs ſaith of the State, may 
be applied to the Church 1n this 
Caſe; There can be no Piet to the 
Nations without Sonldiers, no Souldi- 
ers without Pay, nor no Pay without 


| Tribute, on which therefore the Com- 
| #01 Safety doth depend. Even fo, 
| No Peace 1n the Church without 
| Miniſters,no Miniſters without Main- 
| tenance, nor no Maintenance with- 
{ out theſe publick Contributions, on 
| which therefore the Safety of Relt- 


gion doth depend. So that our 
Changers of Religion mainly ſeek 


| to overthrow theſe things, and to 
| that end have ſent out T. E. as their 
| Champion : Fut I doubt not to ſhew, 


he. 
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he is armed with more Malice thank 


Reaſon 5 and that his Arguments 


are as weak, as his Deſigns are baſe. |

Z as alſo the unconcerned and incom- 


parably Learned Sir Henry Spelman, 


| with divers other excellent Writers, 


t00 many to recite. All theſe were 


| ſo hardy as to adventure this Cauſe 
| of Tythes on that Title : Ahd when 
. this obſcure and empty Pwuaker hath 


confuted all theſe, he may then have 


| ſome pretence to boaſting ; but till 
{ then, he hath no reaſon to triumph 
| over you, Who did not decline this 
| Argument wholly, but onely faid,

So that 1t 1s evident, you laid afide 
this Weapon (of the Divine Right) 
not out of any diſtruſt of the Argu- 
ment, nor out of any great Opinion 
of your Adverſaries Skill 3 but in 
very truth, you feem to have been 

C loth 
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loth to caſt. Pearls before Swine, who 
underſtand not the value of them ; 
and you were hardy enough to have | 
inſiſted on it, if you had been to | 
deal with nobler Antagoniſts. But 
to treat of things done three or four 
thouſand Years ago, to thoſe who 
know not the Hiſtory of the laſt 
Century; to diſcourſe of the ditfe- 
rence between Natural and Inſtity- 
ted Religion; to inquire how far the 
Acts of inſpired Patriarchs,, appro- 
ved by God the Father, and not dif- 
approved by God the Son, together 
with the Suftrages of Chriſtians, and 
the Conſent of the wilelt Gertiles ; 
the general Rules of Scripture, ex- 
pounded by the Practiſe of all Ages; | 
How far (I ſay) all theſe will extend 

to the Conſtitution of a Fus Divi- 
z4ym, I {uppolſe you thought things a 
little too high for the Prakers capa- 
city 5 and therefore you wiſely choſe 
to 1nfiit upon plain matters of fact, 
4S more apt to inſtruct and convince 
this kind of Men. Yet lince T. E.

Concerning the jrſt Period, Be- 

Fore the Law, you ſaid very little in 
your Conference, as not deligning' to 
manage this Argument 3 onely I per- 
ceive you had mentioned, That the 
Divine Right of Tythes was derived 
from Melchiſeder, not from Levi. 
Which Paſſage being fingle, and not 
guarded with any Proofs or Reaſons, 
this ſculking Adverſary falls upon 
very fiercely, fancying, if he can run 
down this one Sentence, which ſtood 
naked, he ſhall then confute the D#- 
vine Right of Tythes. Here (thinks 
the Puaker,) 1s an open place 3 he1s 
driving at the Humane Right, and I 
find no Arguments to gricve me In 
| C 2 my 
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my oppoſing the Divine Right: I | 
will therefore triumph over this Jit- 
tle occaſional touch, and then pro- 
claim, I have confuted the Jas Di- | 
vinum 5 and upon that Suppoſition, 
T ſhall more eaſily find out an Anſwer 
to his Arguments de Fare Human, 
by afferting, That all his Humane 
Laws rely on a falſe Fonndation. 
But if T. E. had been a noble Ene- 
my , he ſhould firſt have diſproved 
the Jas Humanum, Which was the 
Argument you managed ; and not 
from a tranſient Speech have boaſted, 
he had diſproved clearly the D7vine 
Right of Tythes ; which he is ſo far 
from being able to confute, that his 
firſt words do declare, he doth not 
underſtand the Queſtion : For this 
Pmaker thus begins; 7t is then in-| 
quirable, Whether or no I'ythes were 
ever due to Melchiſedec ? That which 
ſhould make them duc, muſt be a Com- 
mand but we do not find any 
Command in Scripture that they 
ſhould be paid to Melchiſedec. The

Law of Nature, antecedent to any 
poſitive Conſtitution : For fince- the 
earth is the Lords, and the fulneſs 
thereof, Pſal. xxiv. I. and that all we

and Blefling, Natural Reaſon teach- 
eth us to give God ſome part of his 
Gifts back again, as a token of our 
gratitude 3 which 1s but the giving 
him of his own, 1 Chron. xXIx.

And this Natural Law we have tran- 
ſcribed 1nto the Scripture : Honour 
the Lord with thy ſubſtance, Prov.

Some part of 
our Subſtance being therefore due 
to God, and Abraham and Facob 
C before any poſitive Law) having 
by their Examples declared, that the 
Tenth was that Part; there was a

And when our Saviour ſaith, we #wwſ# 
give unto God the things that are 
Gods, S. Hicrom reckons Tythes a- 
mong the things which are Gods (a). 
The Lord, \aith S. Auguſtin, claimeth 
the Tenth to himſelf, permitting to 
vs all the re5f (b). The like ſay ma- 
ay others : even Plutarch, a Heathen, 
calis the Tenth part @Gy 7ia@, Gods 
Tribute. But now though God have 
a right to the Tenth part of our Sub- 
itance, yet he cannot be his own Re- 
ceiver ;, for he needs not our Goods 
nimlelf, Pſ2l, xvi. 2. So that we are 
'0 inquire, who muſt be Gods Re- 
ceiver ; and for that, evea Reaſon 
+11] teach us, That what 13 due to the 
Maſter, ovght to be paid to his next 
and immediate Servants, that isz: to

his Prieſts. And Abraham, in paying 
his Tzthes (which were Gods part) 
unto Aelchiſed:c the Prieſt of the 
moſt High God, did confirm this Di- 
Ctate of Reaſon, That the Prieſts 
ſhould be Gods Receivers : and God 
himſelf gave more full proof of it 
in the Moſaical Lim, when he made 


thoſe who were his Miniſters then ; 

Behold, I have given the Children of 

Levi all the Tenth in Ijrael, Numb. 

XVY111. 21, Yea, the Light of Nature 

taught the Gentiles to beſtow that 

upon their Prieſts, which they had 

vowed to their Gods : And Origem 

gives us the Chriſtians ſenfe of this 
matter 5 That is ſaid to be offered to 

God (faith he) which 3s given to his 

Prieſts (c). We ſee then how Abra- (c) Oreg. 
ham might know that part of his Hom. 11. in 
Subſtance was due to God, and that 4». 
Melchiſedec was to be the Receiver 

thereof, without any expreſs written 

Rule to direct him. And inde d T. 

E. 1s very 1mpertinent in 1nq 'ring, 

What Command there is in $:ripture 

C4 fo 
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to Abraham to pay his Tythes to Mel- 
chiſedec: For, there was not any 


' Scripture at all in Abraham's time, 


nor was he directed (as we are) by 


a written Word, but by the Light of 


Nature, by the Tradition of the pre- 
ceding Patriarchs, by Inſpiration of 
the Spirit, and ſometimes by ſpecial 
Revelation. Moſes indeed did write 
a brief Hiſtory of thoſe Times 400 
years after: but fince he compriſes 
the (pace of 2300 years in one Book 
of Gerneſss, it cannot be expected he 
ſhould ſet down all Particulars, nor 
in all the Actions of the Patriarchs 
ſhew what Reaſon they had for, or 


how they were directed in ſuch an_ 


Action. We know from the Light 
of Nature, that part of our Subſtance 
1s due to God ;, and we gather from 
the Act of Abraham (an inſpired Pa- 
triarch) that the Terth 1s that part, 
and the Prieſt the Receiver thereox. 
Yet if any would be ſatisfied how 
Abrahim came to know, that the 
Testh part, and no other, was that 
which ſhould be gtven to God, I an- 
{wer, 
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{wer, That ia all reaſon we ought to 
believe it was at firſt revealed by 
Almighty God to him, or to ſome of 
the firſt Patriarchs, who were dire- 
(ted by the Divine Spirit to pitch 
upon #his Part, which the Patriarchs 
are recorded to have fixed upon : 
For, 1f 1t had been a meer Humane 
Invention, it is unlikely God ſhould 
have imitated them, in chufing the 
ſame Part: And by this after-AC the 


| Divine Majeſty did approve that 


Number, and declare the Patriarchs 
were at firſt guided by his Spirit in 
the choyce thereof. And if the 2u4- 
kers ( now that there 1s a Written 
Rule) pretend to be guided by the 
Spirit of God, at leaſt in their So- 
jemn Actions; how much more ought 


| we to believe, that the holy Patri- 


archs were ſo guided, before there 
was any Written Word to manifeſt 
Gods Will? Thus the way of ho- 
nouring God by Oblation of Sacri- 
fice, is believed to have been firſt re- 
vealed to Ada, although the partt- 


cular Command for It be not record- 
| ed. 
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ed. The like we may believe alt 


concerning this of Dedicating 


Tenth part, eſpecially if we confide

the firlt Patriarchs, who received it 
by Revelaiton from God. This is a 
tuthcient account by what Authority 
Abraham might proceed 1n the 
choyce of the Tenth part; And it 1s 
not 
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not neceſſary (lince the Scripture is 


filent) I ſhould determine, whetherf 


Abraham was immediately directed 
to It, or whether he learned it from 
Melchiſedec, (who, St. Paul ſaith, 
Tythed Abraham) or whether they 
did not both learn it from the firſt 
Patriarchs, which is moſt likely 3 it 
being ſufficient, that God hath Re- 
corded it with approbation, and at- 
terwards Ratified it by following 
this Example. Even as in the Caſe 
of putting an Adultereſs to death, 
Judah proceeds npon that, as being 
a juſt Puniſhment : And though we 
read of no Command before to en- 
act it into a Law, yet we believe Fu- 
azh received that Law by Tradition 
from the Patriarchs, who were 
taught 1t by God, Gez. xxxv1ll. 35. 
And we are the more confirmed this 
Law came from God at firſt, becauſe 
he approvedit, and writ it down af- 
terwards, Levit. Xx. Io. And when 
T. EF. ſhews me a Command before 
Jad:h's time to put an Adultereſs to 
death, I may ſhew him a Command 
for Tythes before Abraham.

And had he not | 
a fixed place of Reſidence at Salem? | 
Now what isa Prieſt fixed in a City 
for > Not for private Worſhip, that 
every man may perform at home : It 
was then for performing publick | 
Worſhip that he refided there. And | 
we cannot ſuſpect ſo holy a man as 
Melchiſedec would be negligent in | 
his Oftice: wherefore we ought to | 
believe,he did perform Gods publick F 
Worſhip ſolemnly at Salexr, and con- | 
{tantly alſo. And by that he had a Þ 
Right founded in Natural Juſtice | 
and Equity, to receive Tythes from | 
all within his Juriſdiction. It 1s very F 
likely the Tyrians, who were of the | 
ancient Phenician Inhabitants of Ca- | 
#441, learned to pay Tythes to their | 
Prieſts (which they are obſerved to 
have done) from the Tythes paid to 
Melchiſedec, when he was a Prieſt 
here among the Phenicians. And as 
to this occaſion, 1t 1s apparent, that 
he did perform the Office of a Prieſt 


now | 
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now to Abraham,in bleſſing the moſt 
High God for his Victory, with /x- 
table Hymns (faith Foſephxs) 3 and 
in bleſſing Abraham himſelf at this 
time : And ſo he deſerved thoſe ex- 
traordinary Tythes , as juſtly as he 
did his ordinary Tythes tor his daily 
Adminiſtrations. 

He proceeds in his groſs miſtakes, 
ſaying, ibid. I find not one Inſtance 
(this ſingle gift of Abrahams except- 
ed : of giving or receiving Tythes, in 
all that 400 years between Abrahams 
time and the Levitical Prieſthood. If 
this were true, that the Scripture did 
not mention any more Inſtances of 
paying Tythes, 1t doth not at all 
prove, they were never paid at other 
times: For an Argument from Scri- 
pture-filence in matters of Fact 1s not 
valid, as we noted before. But alas ! 
this inſpired Vans Reading and Re- 
velation both fail him 1n this matter z 
for there 1s a plain Inſtance in holy 
Facob, Ger. xxV1IL. 22. who made a 
ſolemn Vow to give unto God the 
Tenth of all his Gains: And Joſe- 
W 3 phus 
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ph tells us (p), he did perform it, 
Now if Facob did perform this Vow, 
then there 1s another Inſtance of 
giving Tythes : And if T. E. ſay Ja- 
cob did not perform his Vow, then 
he charges that bleſſed Patriarch 


with Perjury and Ingratitude. It is | 


true, the Book of Gezeſfs doth not 
tell us who was Gods Receiver then ; 
but no doubt there were ſome per- 
formed that Office, though 1t be not 
expreſſed who. However, if Facob 
gave them immediately to God by 
way of Sacrifice (which 1s all that 
T. E. can pretend), yet ſtill he gave 
the Tythes 3 and fo this 1s another In- 
ſtance of giving Tythes before the 
Levitical Prieſthood. Therefore the 


__ @xaker hath not a Repetition of all 


Revelations, or not a good Memory 
to retain them. 

S. 7. He hath yet another fetch 
more, pag. 281. That if Tythes were 
due to Melchiſedec, yet coul4 not the 
Clergic of this Age derive any Right 
From him to them, inaſmuch as they 
are not of hjs Prieſthood, I hope 
T.E. 
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7. E. will grant, that Chriſt was of 
his Prieſthood ; or ele he contra- 
dis the Scripture, Pſal. cx. 4. And 
if hegrant this, we muſt ask, Whe- 
ther or no his Apoſtles were not his 
Succeſſors 2 and then, Whether we 
do not derive our Succefhon from 
them ? Beſides, Aaroz's Priefthood 
was onely Temporal ; but Melchiſe- 
dec's was to continue to the end of 
the World. And indeed all the Fa- 
thers note, That Aelchiſedec had 
the ſame Prieſthood with the Mini- 
{ters of the Goſpel : He was not de- 
rived from Levi, nor admitted to 
his Office by the Catalogue of his 
Parents, (whence he 1s called, w7th- 
out father and mother , that 1s, of 


ſuch a certain Tribe) : His Worthip 


was altogether Spiritual, Praifing 
God, Praying for Abrahams; offer- 
ing no bloody Sacrifices, but onely 
bringing forth Bread and Wine, 
which fome have thought to be the 
Types of the great Goſpel-Sacra- 
ment of the Lords Supper. And 
hence it 1s plain, That we are Prieſts 
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after Melchiſedec's Order. And if 
Authority of Fathers be of as much 


credit, as the (ſingle Teſtimony of 


T. E..I can produce the plain words 


of S. Hierom, S. Chryſoſtom, S. Augu- 


ſftin, Epiphanius, Theophyla#, and 
many more, affirming, That the pre- 
ſent Miniſters of the Chriſtian Church 
are of Melchiſedec's Prieſthood: And 
none (that ever I heard of) before, 
did deny it, but the Fews, and #hzs 
Buaker. But his Aflertion 1s not 
more ſtrange, than his Reaſon 1s ri- 
diculous - Forif we ask him, why 
he denies us to be of Melchiſedec's 
Prieſthood , he anſwers, Every one 
knows,that theſe men are made Prieſts 
after the Law of a Carnal Command- 
went ; whereas Melchiſedec was made 
d Prieſt after the Law of an endleſs 
Life. Doth every one know this ? 
No ſure : for every one knows not 
the meaning of this Phraſe, | To be 
ade a Prieſt after the Law of a Car- 
ral Commandment, Hebr. vil. 16. | 
10 not this 2uakey himielf, who hath 
learned to cant 1n this Language ; 


which 
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which if he had known the meaning 
of, he would not have miſapplied fo 
oroſly : For the Apoſtle ou of 
the Jewiſh Prieſts 1n that place, ſaith, 
They were made Prieſts after the Law 
of a Carnal Commandment ; that is, 
according to Moſes Law, which con- 
fiſted of outward and weak Com- 
mandments , reaching onely to the 
purifying of the Fleſh, Now what 
an idle and 1mpertinent man 1s this, 
to ſay, we are made Prieſt: accord- 
ing to Moſes Law.,and that every one 


E knows this! O impudent Slander ! 


Are we bound to all the Sacrificings, 


Waſhings, and other Lewtical Rites 


and Ceremonies, at our Ordination ? 
Every one will know by this, that 
T.E. can prattic ns cripture-phraſe, 
without any knowledge of its zzear- 
ing. "Tis evident we are not Prieſts 
according to thar carnal, outward, 
changeable, Lev.tical Law 3 but ac- 
cording to the Law of the Goſpel, 
whoſe Eternal Duties have in them 
the power of an Endleſs Life. And 
23s this Law muſt never change, fo 
neither 
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neither muſt our Prieſthood ; but, 
hke that of Aelchiſedes, ſhall endure 
for ever. And as we bear the ſame 
Office with him, and do the like 
Work, we deſerve the ſame Reward, 
and may expeCt Tythes as well as he, 
And now whereas the boaſting 24- 
ker ſaith, He thinks he need not ſtick 
to ſay, he hath proved Tythes were 


r0t due to Melchiſedec ; the ſober. 
Reader will believe his onely Rea-| 


fan 1s, becauſe he will not ſtick to 
fay any thing, be it never ſo falſe 
and unreaſonable. 

$.8. Concerning the Second Per;i- 
o4 or Time, Onder the Law, you had 
atirmed two things in the Corferexce, 
rt. That we did net claim Tythes 
zow by vertue of the Levitical Law. 
2. That they were not purely Ceremo- 
z:ial. In your firſt Conceſſion, That 
Tythes are not now cliimed by vertue 
of the Levitical Law, T. E. rejoyces, 
faying, pag. 282. That you have ſa- 
wed him the pains of proving the Le- 
witical Law for Tythes was abrogated 


by Chriſt, But let not the 2zaker | 
| ſo | 


- | clar Inſpiration, had fo fully decla- 
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ſo far miſtake, as to think that the 
abrogation of the Levitical Law 
concerning Tythes, was an abrogati- 
on of Tythes themſelves. Our Lord 
abrogated the Lewitical Law con- 
cerning the Modes of Gods Werſhip ; 
but he did not abrogate Gods Wor- 
ſoip. The Worſhip of God was 
founded upon the Law of Nature, 


Fand Divine Revelation; and was 
E performed by the Patrzerchs before 
there was any written Law about it. 


The Levitical Law enjoyned many 


| Modes and Circumſtances proper to 


that Diſpenſation , and relating to 
Chriſt to come; all which fell with 
that Polity, and were abrogated by 
Chriſt : But the main Duty of Wor- 
ſhipping God continued 1n force {till. 
Even ſo in the Caſe of Tzthes, they 
had not their Foundation upon, nor 
ther Original from the Lewitical 
Law: God had a Right to them bes» 
fore 3 and 1n his Right (jure Divino) 
they had been paid to his Receiver. 
The Law of Nature, aſliſted by parti- 


rea 
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red the Divine Right of Tythes, that 


holy Men had recognized Gods due 


tothem; and the Father of the 7/- 


raelites had made a ſpecial Vow to! 


pay this Divine Tribute. So that there 
was no need for God to Inſtitute 


Tythes anew 3 and accordingly hef 
claims them, and ſuppoſes them to# 
be his Due by a Right antecedent to 
the Levitical Law, Exod. xx11.-29,Þ 
Levit. xxvii. 30» And having choſen} 
the Fews for his peculiar People, andF 
eſtabliſhed a Polity among them pro-| 


per to that Diſpenſation 3 as his 
Church was confined to that one 


Nation, ſo his Prieſts were fixed to 


one Tribe; and on that Tribe he 
ſettles his own Demeſnes, Tythes, by 
a plain Aſhignation of them to the 
Levites, as his Receivers, Namb.xviil. 
2T. and ſo they were to continue ſo 


long as that Polity ſtood. Now the 


reſtraining theſe Tythes to the Tribe 
of Levi, and all the Circumſtances of

mand as was moral, ſo much as was in Mal. 3: 


grounded upon Eternal Reaſon, 
ought to ſtand. God is eternally 
Lord of the World,;and muſt alwajes 
be worſhipped, and alwates have Mi- 
niſters, and theſe muſt alwaies be 
maintained out of their Maſters Por- 
tion. When the Levztical Prieſthoad 
failed, there muft be another and a 
better 3 and therefore we may claim 
Tythes as God's Due, and as his Mi- 
niſters Portion, ( as they were de- 
clared to be both before the Leviti- 
cal Law, and under it, _ and yet need 
not claim them by the Levitical Law, 
as it 1s Ceremonial. 

And now I hope T. E. muſt con- 
feſs, that your ſecond Politton, v7z. 
[That Tythes are not purely Ceremo- 
ial | 15 made good alfo; fince I have 
ſhewed they were grounded on the 
Law of Nature; and Primitive Re- 
velation, relying on aa Internal Re- 
ctitude 1n the thing it felt , and an 


Eternal Reafon of it ; and were paid

Tn 
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by thoſe Patriarchs who lived long 
before the Ceremonial Law, by 
vertue of the preceding Declarati- 

ons of the Divine Kight unto them. | 
Tis true, all things done by the Pa- 
triarchs were not Eternal Duties, be- 
cauſe all things they did relyed not 
on theſe Principles, which the Pay- 
ment of Thythes rely upon. Circumci- þ 


fon was not grounded on the Law of | 


Nature, nor impoſcd for any Eternal | 
Reaſon or Internal Rectitude 1n the 

thing. Bloody Sacrifices were alfo 
purely Types of Chriſt to come; and | 
therefore theſe were purely Ceremo- Þ 
nial, and ceaſe when that Law cea- 
terh: But Tythes as to the main, were 
not ſuch, and therefore remain in 
force ſtill, I might add, That the 
Prophets (who are not wont to re- 
prove the People for omiſſion of | 
things purely Ceremonial) declaim 
againſt the Fews for detaining their 
Tythes ſee Mal.11.10. And Nehemiah 
calls hrs care in this, 2 Good Deed, de- 
lIiring God to remember him for it, 
Nehem. X111.14. Nor are Tythes 1n = 
tne 
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the New Teſtament reckon'd up 4- 
mong things purely Ceremonial, or 
declared to be repealed, as Circum- 
cif 07, Sacrifices, Waſhing, Fewiſh 
Difference of Meats, and Fewiſh 
Feaſts, &c. are. Theſe are repealed 
by Name, but ſo -are not Tythes,; as 
being a thing that never were purely 
Ceremonial. I conclude, that part 
of our <ubſtance being due to God, 

by the Natural and Divine Law ; and 
the Inſpired Patriarchs being taught 


 byRevelation, That the Tex$h was this 


part,and the Prieſts of God were his 
Receivers: God himſelf having ap- | 
prov'd allo thispaymentby a renew'd 
claim, and an expreſs Aflignation of 
his Right under the Leviticel Law to 
the Prieſts for the time being : and 
the ſame God having the ſame Right 
{till to his part, and the ſame oc 
to uſe it, for the maintenance of his 
Miniſters at this Day : Hence I ſup- 
poſe 1t will follow, That (unleſs an 
expreſs repeal can be fſhewed ) the 
Goſpel Miniſters 11 God's Name may 
juitly claim Tythes as due to God and 

them 
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them ſtill, and that by a Divine Right 
too, Which I will now more fully 
prove. 

$.9. Having found ſure footing | 
for the Divine Right of Tythes thus | 
far 3 we will now go on with T.E. to 
conſider the third Period of time, 
viz. Under the Goſpel, And firſt, 
we will begin with what the Pzaker 
orants pag. 284. viz. That a Main- 
tenance in general to the Miniſters 6 
the Goſpel is Juſt, Reaſonable, and 
eſtabliſhed by a Divine Authority. Let 
him but ſtand to this Grant, and then | 
it will follow, That the Miniſters of 
the Goſpel may claim a Maintenance 
in general Jure Divino : For, that 
Maintenance which 18 eſtabliſhed by 
Divine Authority 18 due Fure Divino. 
And why then ſhould not that Main- 
tenance {till be ſo Due, which God 
directed before the Law, approved 
under the Law, and gever repealed 


after the Law ? If the Divine Autho- 


rity hath eſtabliſhed a Maintenance, 
that ſuppoſeth it was ſuch a Mainte- 
nance as was due before(according to 
Fo To&. 
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7. F. p.318.) Now before the Goſpel 


times, the Maintenance paid to Gods 
Miniſters before the Law and under 


it, was Tythes. The Prieſthood of 


Melchiſedec, and of Levi, both were 
ſo maintained. And therefore if a 
new maintenance was(as T.E. ſpeaks) 
created, it might be ſomewhat elſe ; 
But if a Maintenance be eſtabliſted, 
methinks it ſhould be Ty#thes. But 
to proceed : The places which you 
produced out of the New Teſtament 
for this Eſtahl;/harent were 1 Cov. ix. 
and Gal.vi.6. Now our Pxaker,(as if 
he did already repent of his Conceſ- 
ſion)ſtrivesto pervert theſe Texts by 
two Limitations. Firlt, The Apoſtle 


ſpeaks not ſo much(\aith he }what the 


Maintenance is, as who they are from 


whom it is to be received. viz. Such as 
receive their Miniſtry, ſuch as believe 
them to be true Mini! ers, ſach as are 
taught by them. This 154 notorious 
falthood; for in the former place, vis. 
I Cor. 1x. S. Paul 1s all along ipeaking 
of the Miniſters Right to be main- 
tained, And he ſhews what Main- 
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tenance was due to the Jewiſh Mini- 
ſters, affirming, that Chriſt had or- 
dained [ever ſo] that we ſhould live 
of the Goſpel ; that is, the Rights of 
God under the Goſpel, and the ac- 
knowledgments made to him for the 
mercy therein revealed, The things 
of the Chriſtian Temple and Altar 
were to be our Maintenance. And 
15 not this to ſay, What the Mainte- 
#4ance 3s 2 nota word in all this who 
ſhould pay it. And for the In- 
{ſtances of the Ox, #he Souldzier, the 


Shepherd, and Vine-dreſſer, Can theſe ® 


(as S. Paul brings them in) belong 
to thoſe who pay the Maintenance ? 
Doth the 0x pay his Maſter Main- 
tenance2? or the Souldier give his 
Prince a Stipend ? It 1s the Miniſters 
whom S. Paul compares to the 0x for 
profitableneſs, to the Souldier for 
hazards to be undergon.to the Vine- 
dreſſer and Shepherd for pains and 
care. Andall the Inſtances do ſhew 
the contrary to what this Abuſer of 
Scripture would ſqueeze out of them. 
The Ox muſt not be ſtarved, who is 
willing 
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willing to work, though he be nat 
actually imploy'd by him that feeds 
him : and ſo of the reſt. As forthe 
latter place, Gal.vi. S.Paul tells them, 
they muſt give the Miniſters a part of 
all their good things 5 And is not that 
a declaring what the Maintenance 
is 2 The Apoſtle faith indeed, He 
that 3s taught in the Work mult give 
this 5 But that 1s todiſtinguiſh Chri- 

ians from Heathens,. of which the 
World was then full: ' The Heather: 
was not bound to maintain the Go- 
ſpe] Miniſters,  but' 3 zal»y4upG-, the 
Catechumen, the Chriſtian who' was 
or might be taught, if his own lazi- 
neſs, or pride, or obſtinacy hindered 
not : He was to give the Catechiſt or 
Miniſter, a part of all his goods. 
So that ſtil] this proves -not T7; E's 
fooliſh Inference, That none muſt 
contribute to a Mimiſters Mainte- 


' nance, but thoſe that are taught by 


him actually 3 for theſe Places ſay 
nothing againſt a Goſpel Miniſters 
receiving Maintenance from all pro- 
felled Chriſtians; ſo that unleſs the 
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£uakers will own themſelves Hea- 
thens, they cannot be excuſed from 
paying Tythes. And becauſeT. E. 

uts 1n this device meerly to excuſe 
his Fellow-2xakers from paying our | 
Dues, I will let him fee the fallacy 
of this Arguing : Firſt, conſidering 
the ſtate of in then ; and ſecond- 
ly,with reſpeC&:to the condition they 
are 1n now. Firſt, According to the 


 Ruakers Principles, the Chriſtians of 


old were all immediately taught by 
inward Revelation ; And if fo, what 
need any Gofpel Miniſtery at all ? 
what need of outward Means? what 
need had they to bave any Teachers 
of the Word 2 Or with what equi- 
ty could this Teacher require main- 
tenance of them, that had no occa- 
fion for his Teaching at all? The 
@xaker torgot himſelt ,when he gran- 
ted a Goſpel Miniſtry, and «@ general 
Maintenaxce for ſuch; ſince being 
taught without Means, overthrows. 
all this. And the Chriſtians to whom 
Sd. Pay] writ, might (upon theſe Prin- 
ciples) have pleaded an exemption 
from 
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from giving any Maintenance at all. 
Secondly, But now that there 1s (ac- 
cording to T.E.) a General Mainte- 
ance eſtabliſhed by Divine Authority 
and . that pious Men have given a 
certain part of the 'profits of their 
own Lands for this: maintenance 
How unjult a thing 1s 1t for the 2xa- 
kers to with-hold this Maintenance 
upon pretence they are not (that zs, 
They will not) be taught > Let this 
exat Parallel Caſe ſhew their diſho- 
neſty herein : Suppoſe a Pious Man 
an hundred Years ago, did endow a 
Free-School with twenty pounds per 
Aunum, to be raiſed out of the Pro- 
fits of a parcel of Ground, worth two 
hundred pounds per Annum ; (that 15, 
the Tenth part of the Profits) on con- 
dition that all the Eoys in ſuch a 
Town ſhould be taught gratis. Now 
{ſuppoſe there be a Maſter legally in- 
veſted in this School, reſident at 1t, 


and ready to teach all the Boys of 


that Towa, if they will come ; it be- 
ing the ſame trouble to him to teach 
ten as twenty: But it may be not 
above 
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above ten of twenty Boys within 


that Town will come to be taught, 
the reſt are Truants, and do not come, 


{if T. E. himſelf were the Heir or Te- | 
nant to this two hundred pounds per | 


Annum,would he think it juſt or rea- 


| ſonable to ſtop ten pounds of the 


twenty, becauſe half the Boys do not 
come to be taught? Doth not the 
Maſters legal Tirle,and willingneſs to 
teach, give him a juſt right to the 
whole ſtipend 2 And will not all Men 
ſay, theOccupier of the rwo hundred 
pounds per Annum 1s a Knave to with- 
hold any part of it on this pretence ? 


And yet this 1s the very caſe between 
the preſent Clergy and the Pxuakers ; 


and ſurely none will think C-4r:/# or 
his Apoſtles would countenance the 
unjuſt detaining of other Mens Dues 
upon ſuch weak pretences. 

$. 10. T. E's ſecond device to take 
off - his former Grant of 2 Gemeral 
Maintenance eſtabliſhed by Divine Au- 
#horit y, 1s pag. 286. That Chrilt hath 
expreſſely ſet down what this Goſpel 
Aaintenance js, Viz. onel .y meat and 


drink, 
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drink, Matth, Xo. IQs Luke X. 6, 73 8. 
1 Cor. 1x.4 Truly this ſeems ſome- 
what ſtrange, that T. &. ſhould firſt 


| ſay, Divine Authority had onely e- 
| ſtabliſhed a Maintenance - 7» general, 


and in the next page but one, - affirm, 
That the ſame Authority hath parti- 


_ cularly expreſſed what this mainte- 


nance muſt be. If Chriſ# have allot- 
ted the particular Maintenance, then 
he hath not left it to generals; If he 
have eſtabliſhed it onely 1n general, 
then hath he not exprefled the parti- 
culars. One of theſe muſt be falſe, 
for indeed there is a manifeſt contra- 
dition. But moreover, this unfartu- 
nate Interpreter never meddles with 
any place of Scripture without abu- 
ling it, and betraying the folly of that 
Spirit which is in him : Far theſe pla- 
ces of S. M.itthew and S. Luke were 
ipoken upon a particular occaſton, 
of ſending Diſciples into the Netgh- 
bouring Cities of Judea, and Chriſt 
gave them ſpecial Rules appropriate 
to that Meſiage onely ; and to apply 
theſe Rules to all Miniſters, or to the 
gene- 
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general Commiſſion he gave them 
afterwards.is the moſt ridiculous and 
abſurd thing imaginable. When the 
Apoſtles went to the prejudiced and 
unbelieving Jews with the firſt news 
of the Gofodl, Meat and Drink was 
as much as they could expect; and 
Chriſt bids them to take that and be 
contented. But he doth no where 
forbid them to receive more, if good 
Men freely gave it to them. And if 
Chriſt (according to T. E's fancy had 
determined Meat and Drink for the 
onely Goſpel Maintainance, then the 
Apoſtles had been great Sinners 1nre- 
celiving the price of Poſleſfions ſold

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and dedicated, AFs iv. e Chap. v. | 


If they had been taught by T. F's Spi- 
rit, they muſt have returned them 
back again 3 and fo mult S. Paxl 


have done the wages he took of o- | 


ther Churches, 2 Cor. x1. 9. and thoſe 
liberal Preſents he received from the 
Philippians, Phil. w.18, Yea, and 
our Przker mult needs exclaim a- 
gainſt S. Paxl for daring to be ſo bold, 
that when his Maſter had expreſly 
ſet 
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ſet down Meat and Drink for the 
Goſpel Maintenance, He ſhould or- 
dain that Believers ſhould give their 
Teachers part of all their Goods or 
good things, Gal.vi. 6. But we ſhall 
rather believe T. E. contradicts him

W hat was given in acknowledgment 
for the love of Feſws ſhewed 1n the 
Goſpel, was Jeſs his Part ; and he 
(who hath now all power given him 
in Heaven and Earth) hath here al- 
ſigned his and his Fathers Part to the 
Miniſters of the Goſpel; and this Af- 
ſ1gnation gives them a Right there- 
unto Jure Divino.

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muſt have of all our Goods, and in 
all reaſon that part ought to be the 
Tenth. For a Tenth was given by 
the Patriarchs before the Law: a 


Tenth ( at leaſt ) by the Fews under | 


the Law : This was the Part which 
God made. known to be his by Re- 
velation; the part which the Heathers 
had learned by Primitive tradition 
to dedicate to their Gods : The Part 
which God approved in the Jewiſ 
Polity, and which Chriſt never di(- 


approved. The Tenth was a part ſo | 


reaſonable and ſo known, ſo accept- 
able to God, fo acknowledged by 
Men, and ſo certainly due to God 
before, that there 1s no reaſon to 
doubt but that this is the ſhare or 
portion of Goſpel-Miniſters. And ſo 
good Men of old underſtood it to 
be, and therefore communicated this 
Tenth Part to God and his Miniſters; 
and therein both expounded and 0- 
bey'd this Apoſtolical InjunCtion. 
The People muſt Communicate, and 
that to the \ Goſpel-Miniſters ; and 
they may claim Jare Djviro to have 
a 
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a part of all their Good things; even 
the ſame part which was alwayes 
known to be God's Part, and ſo need 
not be particularly expreſſed here. 
There 1s but one Objettion againſt 
this,viz. That Tythes are not mention- 
ed in theGoſpel or Epiſtles to be the 
very Part: To this thereforel reply, 
thirdly, There are very good Reaſons 
why Tythes are not mentioned 1n the 
New Teſtament by Name ; v3z. Firſt, 
To avoid all occaſion of ſcandal to 
the Fews, whole Prieſts were then in 
poſlefſion of them 3 and though the 
Synagogue was dead, yet it was to 


| be decently buried 5 whereupon 


many things were ſuffered a while to 
run 1n their old Channel, till the 


| Whole Fewiſh Polity was deſtroy'd. 


And it would have been uſed as a 
prejudice tothe young beginnings of 
the Goſpel, if the Preachers had pre- 
ſently claimed the Maintenance, 
which others were legally inſtated in. 
And we ſeeinS. Paxl, 1 Cor. 1x. that 
even where they had a right and au- 
thority, in the firſt and unſettled 
F 2 times 
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times of Chriſtianity,they did forbear 
to uſe it, that they might avoid of- 
fence. Secondly, Nor was there any 
need for FES VS to make any new 
Law for Tythes, ſince they were ſuffi- 
ciently declared to be due to God 
before, by Revelation, and Exam- 
ple,by Reaſon and Gods own choice; 


by the grounds on which they were | 


given, and the ends for which they 
were employ'd. The World knew 


there was a Ju Divinum to the tenth | 


part; ſo that our Lord was onely to 


declare what Prieſts it was to be paid | 
unto, and who were to be his Recet- | 


vers. And this he doth, 1 Cor. 1x.and | 


Gal. vi And thus 1t was in the caſe 
of Gods part of our Time under the 
Goſpel, as well as of his part of our 
Eſtate : One day 1n ſeven being ſuf- 
hciently declared to be Gods part, 
Jeſs made no new Law about that 
at all;but left it on thoſe firm founda- 
tions upon which he found it ſettled, 
For, all which our Lord was to alter, 
was not 1n the proportion, (for a ſc- 
venth part is {till required) but in the 
Atlg- 
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Aſſignation of the day 3 and even for 
that he made no expreſs Law, but'tis 
likely privately 1nſtructed his Diſci- 


ples herein z who brought in the Sun- 


E day Sabbath into the Church, by Ex-

Week dayes 
in Devotion and Religion) ſo it was 
in this caſe, our Lord FES U 8 might 
expeCt that the joyful Mellage of his 
Goſpel ſhould be ſo thankfull recet-

ved, that thoſe to whom it was ſent, 

ſhould do as much freely to the gra- 
tifying his Meſſengers, as the ſervile 
Jews did by the compullion of a po- 
litive Law. And he fore-ſaw that his 
Grace would open the hearts of 
Kings and Princes, and other devour 
Perſons, to give more than a Texth 
part of their good things, to thoſe 1n 
his Name, and for his ſake, who were 
ſent to preach the Goſpel, 7/a. Ix. 5, 
6, 7,8, 9, ec. And this accordingly 
came to paſs: for though our narrow- 
ſpirited ©zakers think the ſmalleſt 
matters too much to be contributed 
to God's Service; thoſe Noble and 
large Souls thought. the greateſt gifts 
too little in acknowledgement for 
the Mercies of the Goſpel. And ſince 
{\uch times were coming, our Lord 
might probably on purpoſe decline 
determining the proportion to00 ex- 

preſly.that Chriſtians might have the 

opportunity of a voluntary Charity, 

and as S. Paul ſpeaks, might not do 

it erudgingly or of neceſſity  be- 

caule God loweth a chearful giver, 2 
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Cor. ix. 7. And this was more agree- 
able to the freedom and ingenuity of 
Sons, which Chriſtians are compared 
to, And poſitive Laws were likely 
to be made when the decays of Piety + 
and Charity did require them. 
Fourthly,I add, That the ſtate of the 
Church in thoſe dayes was ſuch, that 
Believers, though they were willing, 
could not have opportunity to pay 
Tythes regularly; nor could the 
Goſfpel-Miniſters receive them. And 
as It was no prejudice to the Fewzſh- 
Prieſts, that there was little or no 
Tythes paid during their Fore-fathers 
wandring in theW1lderneſs; no more 
15 It to us, that they were not paid re- 
oularly in the times of Perſecution. 
Finally, our Lord FES US and the 
Apoſtles ſaid ſo much in the New 
Teſtament,that the Primitive Chriſti- 
4s underſtood them to intend Tythes 
for the Goſpel-mainteflce ; and 
they ſaid enough to ſhe, Tagt the 
Ancient Divine Right to the Tenth 
part ſhould be continued, and the 
Goſpel-Miniſters ſhould be the Re- 
F 4 celvers 
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ceivers of 1t : And it was neither ne- 
cellary nor convenient they ſhould 
ſpeak more plainly in this matter: 
This being ſufficient to eſtabliſh the 
. Druine Right of Tythes under the Go- 

ſpel, and to teach us that Tythes be- 
ing originally due to God, and by 
Chriſt aſſigned to the Goſpel- Mini-

Now this Divine Rz7 abt is 1s 
zach confirmed by the voluntary de- 
dication of the Tenth part to God by 
the Chriſtians afterwards. For what 
a Man dedicates to God and his Ser- 
vice, God hath a Right to it by that 
Dedication, though it were a thing 
which was no way ap apeiate to 
God before, Ads V. 3,4. Nittz. XXX. 2. 
As you do very well {ay inthe Con- 
fe erence + That rf Tythes were not due 
by Divine appointment, this Dedica- 
tion will zake them due. Which the 
Puaker fancies to be a Relinquiſhing 
of the Divize Right,moſt maliciouſly 
interring, p4g-287.

. Laws were made about them. And 


when Councils or Princes did make 
any 
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| any Laws about them, they always 


do ſuppoſe them paid before. So that 
King Ethelwolph in this Donation 
doth rather confirm the Right of 
Tythes, than originally make them 


| due. And it 1s to be noted, that till 
| this time, the Saxozs being divided 
| into ſo many petty Kingdoms, were 
| in continual broiles; and there was 
| noone King who had power to col- 


let all the ſcattered Laws about 
Tythes, and confirm them for the 
whole Kingdom of Erglard, till he, 
who was the firſt Hereditary Monarch

Nowl have made it 
evident, It 15a good thing to grant 
Tythes to God's Service; and there- 
fore though our Anceſtors were 
blind and ſuperſtitious in other 
things, yet not in this Donation, 
herem their zeal was commendable.

thoſe of the preſent Romzar Church 
do many Acts of Piety and Charity, 
but ſure thoſe Acts are not Popiſp - 
The Proteſtants have diſputed as 
much and as well for Tythes, as ever 
the Papiſts did; and T; E. muſt know, 
it 1s a Popzſh opinion, T hat the Biſhop 
of Rome can exempt Men from pay- 
ing Tythes.

Again, It 1s not unlikely but ſome 
extraordinary Miracles might be 
wrought at the firſt Converſion of the 
Saxons, the more ealily to convince 
that rugged People; and the want of 
Humane Learning in that Age, might 
occaſion the credulous reception of 
more than was true; and yet we muſt 
not condemn them preſently for Pa- 
piſts ; they might be credulous and 
apt to be impoſed upon, but that was 
their infirmity, and amounts but to 
Superſtition, not to Popery. TI add, 
That in Exuſebizs, and other. old 
Church-Hiſtories,there are many Mi- 
racles recorded ; which yet doth not 
prove either the Authors relating 
them, or the People belicving them, 
A 2 to 
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to be Papiſts., As for Interceſſion 
of $4ints, 1f he mean, that the Saxoxs 

rayed to the Saints as their Inter- 
ceſſors with God, he doth egregi- 
ouſly wrong them; for the old Saxor 
Pſalters, in which are their Private 
Devotions, have no mention of any 
Saints at all 3 as is atteſted by Spel- 
z7:14u and Twyſden, who had peruſed 
ſeveral Originals 3 and Biſhop Vſher 
affirms the like of a Prayer Book 
which he had ſeen, as old as K. Athel- 
[taw's rime, 4. 940. Nor were the 
Saints Names added in their Litanzes 
with [ Ora pro nobzs | till about the 
time of K. Canutzs almoſt 200 years 
after K. Ethelwolph's time : So that 
neither in this matter were ourTythe- 
givers Idolaters, nor Papiſts neither. 
There 1s but one thing more wherein 
the preſent Church of Kome 1s char- 
ged with Idolatry,and that is in Ado- 
ring the Hoſt, or Body of Chriſt, 
( which they ſay 1s tranſubſtantiate ) 
in the Sacrament ; but neither in this 
were the Saxons guilty, for they did 
not believe Tranſubſtantiation , no

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not in King Edgar's dayes, Ar. 975. 
as appears by the Saxor Paſchal Ho- 
mily, which Zlfricxs then tranſlated 
into Saxon, being appointed to be 
publickly read : There zs (faith he)

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Mayor of a Corporation. . An Eſtate 
in Land, Rent-charge, or Tolls and 
Cuſtoms,may be ſerled on the Mayor 
of ſuch a City, and on his Succeflors, 
for ever; and then, whoſd ſuſtains 
that Charge, and bears that Office, 
hath as good a Claim by Law to 
that Income, as T. E. hath to the E- 
ſtate he is botn to.

And be- 
lides, 7ythe is a more cquitable Pay- 
ment by far, than a certain Sum of 
Money ſetled by Rent- charge ; for 
it. the Land yield Intle Profit, the 
Prieſt hath but little 73tbes -- but 
Rent-charges. muſt be paid in full, 
even When the worlt Years come, 
viithout 
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without any Conſideration. If the 
whole Profits of the Land do not 
yield twice as much, the utmolt Far- 
thing of the Rent-charge mult be 
aid, Now let any rational Man 
judge , whether the granting of a

17. and 
we will onely note, That King Ethel- 
wolph's Clergy agreed with the Pro- 
teſtant Church of Exglard in more 
Points, than with the modern cor- 
rupt' Church of Rome: And fince 
the Dozors gave them not to a Popiſþ 
Clergy, but to God and his true Mi- 
niſters 3 our Kings and Parliaments, 
that took them away from the cor- 
rupt Clergy (who were fallen into 
Popery), and fetled them on the true 
Proteſtant Mimiſtry, did obſerve 
therein the Intention of the Donors, 
and did apply Tythes to the right uſe 
for which God intended them. And 
fince the firſt Donors did not ſettle 
them on the Popiſh Clergy, and the

may ; and therefore our Laws dq 
eſteem them no other than a Free- 
hold. And it is a miſerable ſhift of 
the baffled 2zaker, to pretend they 
are onely a Free-hold to the Laih, 
and not to the Clergie ; fince it is &- 
vident, that when ſome of the Tythes 
were alienated, thoſe very Laws 
which made the Alienation, did not 
ove the Lazty any other Eſtate in 
Tythes than ſuch as theClergie had be- 
fore,and ſuch as the reſt of the Cler- 
gie had then to the Tythes remaining 
in Eccleftaſtical hands. And though 
the Clergie have a better Right to 
Tythes in foro Cel, yet in foro Soli 
they have not a lef; Right to them 
than the Laity now have, by the 
Laws of this Land : Nor hath a Laj- 
27141, Who 1s an Impropriator, any 
more, better, or other ways to reco- 
ver his Tythes, than the Clergic have: 

So 
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So that either the 2xaker muſt grant 
the Law makes them both Free- 
holds, or neither of them, ſince the 
ſame Laws and Method of Profſecu- 
tion are concerned in the Security 
of both theſe ſorts of Free-holds. 
We may ſee therefore what rare Ef- 
fects Ignorance and Contidence can 
produce, fince they can inſpire a raw 
9uaker to give his Opinion contrary 
to the moſt famous Oracles of the 
Law, and to fancy he can confute 
the whole Bench oft Judges by his 
empty Falacies. I will onely tell

And ſince they have Souls to ſave, as 
well as others, they ſeem obliged to 
it in Reaſon and Conſcience, But 
this is ſeldom demanded, except in 
great Cities, where the Laws of the 
Land enjoynit. Finally, Wegrant 
tO T. Es Tythes are due out of the Pro- 
fits onely; and theretore 1t God give 
no Increaſe,or the Husbandman have 
nothing grow, we expect no Tythe at 
all : And how 1s this unreaſonable ?

By this Rule 
then it appears, That Tythes are not 
(as he falſly affirmed but now they 
were) © 2 general Oppreſſior : tor the 
ocnerality pay them willingly 3 and 
many thouſands contra with their 
Landlord and their Parſon to pay 
them as voluntarily , as they do to 
pay their Rents - To all theſe there- 
fore Tythes are no Oppreſlion, by T.

And it T. E. would know 
the Reaſon why they are not except- 
ed in the Furchate by name, as Free- 
Rents and Rent-charges ſometimes 
are, 1 anſ(wer, Free-Rerts and Rernt- 
charges, &c. are laid upon Land by 
private Contracts, and could not be 
known (unleſs they were by name

I will onely add, That 
the Prieſts Payment is more merciful 
than the Landlords ; for the Land- 
lord expects his full Rent, be the 
Year never ſo bad, or the Profits ne- 
ver fo few and ſmall ; but the Prieſts 
part cannot exceed the Increaſe ; if 
it be little, he hath but little ; if God 
gives much, the Country-man 15 able 
to pay more. Aud indeed the Prieſt 
is hereby oblig'd to ſympathize with 

his 
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his Neighbours, ſince he is a Sharer 
in their Gains and Loſles ; and fo the 
Husbandman and the Przeſt ought to 
have the ſame care for one another.

And firſt, for their Tythes, Scaliger 
thus computes it : Suppoſe a Man 
had 6000 Bulhels of Grain in one 
year 5 out of this was to be taken 
the Firſt-fruits, which muſt be 100

5900 Buſhels ; out of which was paid

on of their Souls, Nor doth our 
State uſe any Capital Puniſhments, 
any Spaniſh Cruelties, or Popiſh Fire 
and Faggot toward them ; but by 
moderate Penalties labours to reduce 
them : which is no more than the 
firſt Chriſtzan Emperours did to re- 
duce the Heretzczs of thoſe days, by 
Fines, Impriſonment, banithing them 
out of eminent Cities, burning their 
Books, and prohibiting their Aſlem- 
blies; but ſtill preſerving their Lives, 
in hopes of their Repentance.

but the Anſwer to it, will be an un- 
heard of Novelty. And indeed the 
Duahers may be alhamed to let the 
Objection grow old and over-worn, 
before they have either confeſſed the 
Truth, or made fome ſatisfactory Re- 
ply thereunro. But the merrieſt paſ- 
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ſage 1s, that T.E. who knows nothing 
of Eccleſiaſtical Hiſtory and Anti- 
quity ». and 1s a perfect Stranger to 
the Judgment and Practice of the 
Primitive Chriſtians, having ſcarce 
heard of the Names of the moſt Em1- 
nent Fathers, as he hath abundantly 
manifeſted in this Book 3 that he 


ſhould challenge the poor ignorant 


Prieſts, and attempt to threaten you 


iato ſilence , by daring you to dt-_ 


ſpute on this Queſtion, —— Ki ſum te- 
weatis Amici * Doubtlels, 1f T. E. 
(without going down to the Phzli- 


fſtins of Rome ) ſhould of a ſudden 


become able to diſpute well abour 
the DoFrine, and Djſcijline, and 
Rights of the Primitive Church, it 
would be the moſt famous Inſtance 
of immediately inſpired Teaching that 
this Age ever ſaw: And if he can 
prove that thele d4ncient Chriſtians 
had no diſtin Order of Men to Offi- 
ciate in Divine things, no Sacrument 
of the Lords Supper, no Baptiſm with 
Water, no Catcchizing, no Oblations 
at the Altar, no ſeparate Places for

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Worſhip , and Set Forms for Sacred 
Adminiſtrations, no Feſtival and Fa- 


ſting Days, no Kneeling at Prayers, no 


ſinging of Praiſes, nor anſwering of 
Amen, @&c. he hath ſome rare Reve- 
lations ſure about thoſe Times, and 


1: able to confute S. 7enativs, Juſtin 


Martyr, Irene ns, Tertullian, Cyprian, 


Origen, and the reſt of thoſe E/deft 
Fathers, in Matters done in their 
own time: A very grand Underta- 
king! which none would have boaſt- 
cd of, but T. E. and none but an un- 
diſcerning 2xaker can be perſuaded 
it 1s poſſible to be effected. And 
now, finally, he would gladly render 
you as odious, as he hath made him- 


{elf ridiculous z by colleCing out of
